WOULD POSE AS MARTYRS. 


Why United States Don*! W ant Powers

Washington, Sept 25.—The state de­ 
partm ent was notified last week of the 
fact that the Chinese government had 
adopted an attitude similar to that of 
the United States in replying to the 
German note and that fact was duly 
reported by the Associated Press, so 
that the news from Paris is not new.

W ashington, Sept. 25.—The state de­ 
partm ent was notified last week of the 
fact th at the Chinese governm ent had 
adopted an attitude sim ilar to th at of 
the United States in replying to the 
German note and th at fact was duly 
reported by the Associated Press, so 
th at the news from Paris is not new 
In addition, it was stated th at the gov­ 
ernm ent of Russia w as in line w ith 
th at of France in this m atter. There 
fs a disposition to minimize the differ­ 
ences between the United States and 
Germany on the point of delivery of 
the Chinese ringleaders before nego­ 
tiations, and it is pointed out th at 
our only reason for differing was a 
profound conviction th at a deterrent 
effect could be produced upon the Chi­ 
neses people as a whole only by al­ 
lowing their own governm ent to de­ 
grade and punish the guilty parties. 
The same punishm ent, if applied by 
a foreign power, it is said at the state 
departm ent, would utterly fail of a 
reform atory effect, as the Chinese peo­ 
ple would venerate the memory of the 
m artyrs, while the Chinese govern­ 
ment. which arrogates to itself the pe­ 
culiar right to rew ard and punish a f­ 
ter death, m ight elevate the victims of 
the allies’ acts and thus offer incentive 
for a repetition of the outrages.

Presid ent Low’s remark at Colum­ 
bus that he had yet to meet the first 
man, be ho Democrat or Republican, 
who d id not applaud the attitud e of 
the national ad ministration

Chinese m atter and who would not ad ­ 
mit that but for the Spanish-American 
war and the possession of the Philip­ 
pine island s, 
which

Mr. Bryan made a speech at Laporte, 
Ind., on Sept I. He had but one min­ 
ute, and he employed it in suggesting 
one question to those who defend tho 
natural expansion of the country and 
the retention of the Philippines. Said 
he: “ Ask them whether the Filipino is 
to be a citizen or a subject. 
If he is 
to be a citizen, he must share with us 
in the destinies of this nation. 
If he 
is to be a subject, we must change our 
form of government.” 
Mr. Bryan’s question can be returned 
to himself for an answer. Are tue ne­ 
groes disfranchised 
by 
the 
"grand­ 
father clause” in tie constitutions of 
Louisiana or North Carolina, citizens 
or subjects? They can not be citizens, 
because they are not allowed the right 
to vote, 
lf Mr. Bryan’s dilemma is 
true, then they are subjects. 
There­ 
fore, according to Mr. Bryan’s own 
words, we must change our form of 
government. 
We wish to ask Mr. Bryan whether 
imperialism, as we see it exemplified 
In North Carolina and Louisiana, is 
not exactly the same as that to which 
he objects in the Philippines? 
Is our 
policy in the Philippines fraught with 
any more danger to our form of gov­ 
ernment than 
the 
policy which the 
Democratic party is carrying into ef­ 
fect in the 
southern states? 
Is the 
disfranchisement of the negroes of the 
south any less a violation of that pre­ 
cept of the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence which declares, “ All governments 
derive their just powers.from the con­ 
sent of the governed,” than is the gov­ 
ernment we are setting up in the P h il­ 
ippines today? 
Furthermore, 
every 
opportunity 
should 
be 
taken 
where fir. Bryan 
speaks in Ohio or elsewhere, to de­ 
mand of him, in the light of the above, 
whether when a citizen of a state has 
been constitutionally disfranchised, he 
is still * citizen, or whether he is a 
subject? 
In point of fact, no such dilemma 
exists in the Philippines as Mr. Bryan 
sets forth. 
In every town or city in 
the islands where the insurrection has 
been subdued, the Filipinos enjoy full 
self-government. 
They have elected 
their own president and other inferior 
officers. 
They have the full right of 
suffrage for their own 
governmenL 
Their own elected officers disburse the 
money for that locality. As much can 
not be said for the negroes of the 
south. 
They have no vote at all—not 
even for county or township officials. 
Mr. Bryan is simply holding up a bug­ 
aboo to frighten voters. 
There Is no 
more In it than there was in the same 
cry in 1863 and 1864 against Lincoln— 
a man whom Mr. Bryan now lauds.

Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 25.—Contrary to 
tho expectations of both the operator* 
and the striking coal miners, there 
were no developments in tile strike sit 
uation in the Lehigh region. 
It was 
thought in ^jpme quarters that owing 
to the presence of troops in tin* an 
thraeite field a break would occur in 
the ranks of the strikers, or that 
large number of additional men would 
refrain from going to work. 
Both sides claimed they had made 
good gains. It seems, however, from 
the most reliable reports received here 
from the entire region, that tin* strik 
ers made a net gain in point of Hum 
hers. 
Tile Al. S. Kommer colliery at 
Sandy Hun, on tile north side, was tied 
up, but the colliery is not a large one. 
There were many stories afloat in 
regard to the situation at the Batt! 
mer mines. The strike leaders asserted 
that the colliery at that place was com 
pletely tied up, but a representative 
of the Calvin Pardee company said the 
colliery was running along as usual 
aud that oidy about 50 out of 1,100 
employes had failed to go into the 
slopes. The United Mine Workers have 
been working hard to get the Lattimer 
men to quit. The most of the other 
collieries iii 
the 
Hazleton 
district 
which have not yet been shut down 
entirely, reported that their working 
forces had been more or less Increased 
This the labor jieople declared to lie 
untrue. 
President Mitchell, in discussing tile 
situation in the entire strike region 
last night, said: 
“Reports received by me today from 
tho lower anthracite (Schuylkill) 
re 
glen indicate that at least 2.000 mine 
workers joined the strikers today. 
A 
large number of these came from the 
Rending company’s mines. 
In the Le­ 
high region we made large gains. 
I 
have not received definite figures, but 
I should judge that the number of 
men heretofore working and who did 
not go Into the mines in this district 
todav numbered between OIH) and SOO. 
“The meetings held on Sunday by 
tho United Mine Workers at which 
men who had not struck were strongly 
urged to help In the tight liorp fruit 
As a whole I feel more encouraged 
than I have at any time since tile 
strike begun, and I am confident that 
within the next few days the entire 
anthracite cool field in Pennsylvania 
will lie idle. At no place today did we 
lose a man.** 
In regard to the efforts of Arch­ 
bishop Ryan, of Philadelphia, to bring 
aliout a settlement through arbitra 
tion Air. Mitchell said: “Archbishop 
Ryan will call noon the presidents of 
the various 
railroads, which 
have 
mining interests in this region, at the 
request of the United Aline Workers 
and will tender his good offices In the 
struggle. 
If the officials refuse to 
meet his grace, it will certainly dem­ 
onstrate their insincerity in publicly 
declaring their willingness 
to 
treat 
with their mon and will place them In 
the same position as that once occu­ 
pied by Air. Vanderbilt, who very for­ 
cibly said that the public had no in­ 
terests which a coriMiratlon was hound 
to respect.** 
When Air. Aldehol was asked if the 
striking m in ers had received any lien- 
efits from the United Mine Workers of 
Amorim since the strike was inau­ 
gurated. he simply said: 
“No.” 
There Is not the slightest change in 
the situation In regard to settlement 
of the labor war. Neither side has ap­ 
proached the other and there is noth­ 
ing in view which would indicate that 
anything will soon be done in that di­ 
rection. 
Considerable interest Is attached to 
the answer the firm of G. B, Markle 
A Co. will make to the grievances pre* 
,sooted bv its employes. The firm has 
Intimated that It will make some sort 
of a concession to the men. but re­ 
fuses to say what it will lie until to­ 
day, when the 10 days In which the 
firm was allowed to make an answer 
will expire, The firm will Issue a long 
statement In which it will give Its an­ 
swer and tlds will be mads public to­ 
night. The action of the Markle firm 
will be closely wa felled by other Indi­ 
vidual operators and It is believed by 
some who are In touch with tile situa­ 
tion that if the finn reaches a satis­ 
factory settlement with its men, it 
might lend other onorntors to open ne­ 
gotiations wjth their employes. 
Tile Markle firm has an agreement 
with its men that if a satisfactory an*

Washington. Sept. 25.—The state de­ 
partment was notified last week of tile 
fact that the Chinese government had 
adopted an attitude similar to that of 
the United States In replying to the 
German note and that fact was duly 
reported by the Associated Press, so 
that the news from Paris is not new. 
In addition, it was stated that the gov­ 
ernment of Russia was in line with 
that of France in this matter. There 
Is a disposition to minimize the differ­ 
ences between the United States and 
Germany on the point of delivery of 
the Chinese ringleaders lieforc nego­ 
tiations, and it is pointed out that 
our only reason for differing was a 
profound conviction that a deterrent 
effect could be produced upon tile Chi­ 
neses people as a whole only by al­ 
lowing their own government to de­ 
grade and punish the guilty parties. 
The same punishment, lf np?>lied by 
a foreign power, it Is said at the state 
department, would utterly fall of a 
reformatory effect, as the Chinese peo­ 
ple would venerate the memory of the 
martyrs, while the Chinese govern­ 
ment, which arrogates to Itself the pe­ 
culiar rigid to reward and punish af­ 
ter death, might elevate tile victims of 
the allies’ acts and thus offer incentive 
for a repetition of the outrages.
